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DETAILED ACTION 

i> This action is in response to Applicant's amendment, filed 6.23.2006. Claims i, 11, 16, 
20, 29, 34, 38, 44, 46, 47, 50-52, 64 and 65 are amended. Claims 6, 12, 25 and 30 are cancelled. 
Claims 1-5, 7-9, 11, 14-18, 20-24, 26-29, 32-36, 38, 40-47 and 50-66 are presented for further 
examination.

Allowable Subject Matter

Office action. 

Clcdm Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C, 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming 
the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention, 

5> Claims 1-5, 7-9, 20-24, 26-28, 38, 40-42, 44-47, 50 and 51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim 
the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
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a. The independent claims suffer from lack of proper antecedent basis. The 
claims refer to selecting a server as a function of "the type of output". These terms 
were amended out of the claims by way of Applicant's amendment. It is now unclear 
how the server is selected.
